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Sir: 



The Examiner stated a reason for allowance as a mounting bracket having 
vertical, first horizontal and second horizontal portions, these portions being 
disposed in a certain relationship between the LCD panel and the frames and 
also having an LCD bracket internal to the first and second frames. The 
Examiner states that Applicant has pointed out that the prior art does not 
disclose such a bracket. 

Applicant disagrees with the Examiner's statement. Applicant did point out 
the arguments noted by the Examiner, in regard to claim 6 and the claims that 
depend therefrom. However, claims 1, 12 eind 16 are all independent claims in 
the present application and do not include the same limitations. Instead, these 
claims are allowable for other reasons. In regard to claim 1, Applicant has noted 
that the arrangement of the bracket in terms of the display panel and frames is 
different than that of the references. Also, in regard to the double-patenting 
rejection, Applicant noted that claim 1 differs from U.S. Patent No. 6330148 in

that the fastening unit has a main portion and a bent portion where the bent 
portion is located between the side surface of the display panel and the upper 
supporting frame. 

In regard to claims 12-16, Applicant likewise submits that these claims do 
not describe the mounting bracket with two horizontal portions and a vertical 
portion. Instead, these claims describe the bracket as having vertical and 
horizontal coupling portions and further include other limitations. Accordingly, 
Applicant submits that these claims do not include the first and second 
horizontal portions as suggested by the Examiner. 

The Examiner is requested to reconsider his Statement of the Reasons for 
Allowance.
